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|  Short  Course  to 
Bring  Many  New 
l  Students  Monday 

Some  Classes  Will 
Meet  Twice  Daily 
During  This  Term 

New  faces  will  appear  on  the 
campus  with  the  opening  of  the 
Short'  Course  next  Monday.  Each 
spring  at  about  this  time,  the  Col¬ 
lege  prepares  to  receive  many  new 
or  renewed  students  for  the  annual 
Short  Course. 

While  the  Short  Course  is  open 
primarily  for  teachers  in  Northwest 
Missouri,  many  other  students  will 
probably  want  to  take  advantage  of 
this  time,  and  attend  the  College.  A 
student  may  pursue  College  work 
during  any  two  of  the  three  five- 
weeks  sessions  held  during  the 
spring  and  summer,  and  earn 
credit  equivalent  to  that  which  he 
could  earn  in  the  regular  Summer 
term. 

Students  who  attend  the  Short 
Course  become  a  part  of  the  regular 
College  group,  and  are  urged  to  join 
in  the  regular  social  and  recreational 
life  on  the  campus.  The  Short 
Course  enrollees  will  meet  each  class 
twice  daily  and  receive  the  usual 
2.5  hours  credit. 

Courses  as  outlined  in  the  College 
catalogue  are  a  part  of  the  College 
curriculum  and  are  those  which  the 
faculty  feels  will  be  most  in  demand 
by  students  who  come  for  work  at 
this  time.  If  the  demand  arises  other 
classes  will  be  organized  to  fit  the 
students’  needs. 

Students  may  obtain  private  les¬ 
sons  in  music.  For  thirty  one-half 
hour  lessons,  1.25  hours  credit  will 
be  given.  Students  are  invited  to 
take  part  in  the  College  chorus, 
band,  and  orchestra. 

Physical  education  classes  for  men 
will  be  arranged  to  suit  individual 
programs  and  are  not  included  in 
the  schedule. 

■  The  incidental,  activity,  and  text 
book  fee  for  the  Short  Course  is 
$15.  This  includes  the  regular  in¬ 
cidental  fee:  library  and  laboratory 
fees;  ,  admission  to  certain  College 
athletic  events;  hospitalization  if 
necessary;  subscription  to  the 
NORTHWEST  MISSOURIAN;  part 
payment  on  the  Tower,  the  College 
yearbook,  if  purchased:  and  the  use 
of  a  locker. 

A  textbook  deposit  of  $3  is  requir¬ 
ed,  which  will  be  returned  when 
library  and  textbooks  are  returned  in 
good  condition. 

•  The  Short  Course  will  close  on 
.  May  23  when  the  regular  College 
classes  are  dismissed.

The  President  was  disappointed  at  the  attendance  at  assem¬ 
bly  Wednesday  of  this  week,  He  understands  that  some  programs 
are  not  as  universally  approved  as  others,  but  the  program  Wed¬ 
nesday  was  given  by  students.  It  concerned  the  ihost  vital  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  world  today.  The  speeches  were  timely,  well  thought 
out,,  and  well  delivered.  The  only  reason  he  can  assign  for  an 
American  not  being  interested  is  that  that  American  is  not  think¬ 
ing. 

Attendance  at  assembly  is  required  by  the  regulations  of  the 
college.  College  students  as  well  as  other  citizens  should  learn 
that  all  organized  society  is  dependent  upon  observance  of  law 
and  regulations. 

We  do  have  assembly  programs  that  are  not  as  interesting 
and  entertaining  as  others.  Recently,  there  has  been  some  Justi¬ 
fied  criticism  regarding  two  of  them,  but  students  do  not  leave 
or  avoid  meals  because  they  are  not  the  best  they  have  eaten, 
nor  entertainments  because  they  have  seen  better  ones,  nor 
dances  because  the  music  is  not  up  to  standard,  nor  athletic  con¬ 
tests  because  their  favorites  are  defeated.  Surely  once  a  week 
they  can  attend  an  assembly  program  even  though  it  may  not  be 
just  to  their  liking.  v 

The  President  hopes  that  every  student  and  faculty  member 
will  be  at  assembly  unless  something  very  urgent  and  necessary 
keeps  him  away,  It  should  not  be  necessary  to  assess  diminished 
credit  for  asembly  absence.

Householders 
Organization 
Takes  Action 

Men  Students  Are  to 
Have  Changed  Living 
Conditions  in  Houses 

The  organization  of  householders 
for  College  men,  which  has  been 
inactive  for  some  time,  has  become 
active  once  more  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Mrs.  Hugh  Strong,  and  the 
regulations  on  approved  houses  for 
men  are  tightening,  it  was  announc¬ 
ed  this  week. 

Men  students  of  the  College  will 
be  permitted  to  live  only  in  room¬ 
ing  houses  which  have  been  approv¬ 
ed  under  the  new  provisions  recent¬ 
ly  adopted  by  the  Association  of  the 
Householders  for  Men. 

This  announcement  came  about 
following  an  intensive  investiga¬ 
tion  which  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  last  year  through  the 
office  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Zwingle,  director 
of  personnel  for  men,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Alpha  Phi  Omega, 
scout  fraternity;  householders;  and 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  householders’  organization, 
which  at  present  includes  seventy- 
two  approved  houses,  will  abide  by 
new  regulations,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  receive  the  cooperation  of  men 
students. 

A  Continuous  Improvement 
According  to  Mr.  Zwingle,  “We 
should  like  to  have  a  program  of 
continuous  improvement,  and  enlist 
the  cooperation  of  the  men  in  an 
effort  to  make  living  arrangements 
on  the  campus  a  part  of  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  general  education.’’ 

Mrs.  Hugh  Strong,  chairman  of  the 
Association  of  the  Householders  for 
Men,  has  worked  with  Mr.  Zwingle 
since  last  fall,  and  it  is  her  belief 
there  should  be  an  organization  for 
men,  to  conform  to  the  Varsity 
Villagers  for  women.

“The  reason  for  this  is  the  same 
as  the  reason  for  an  organization 
for  rooming  houses  for  women,”  Mrs. 
Strong  said  this  week,  “and  certain¬ 
ly  thpt  organization1  has  improved 
rooming  conditions  for  women.” 

A  Membership  Fee 
As  a  result  of  a  survey  which  has 
been  conducted  with  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  scout  fraternity,  certain 
houses  have  been  asked  to  make  im¬ 
provements,  and  if  these  are  not 
made  within  a  reasonable  time,  the 
houses  will  be  removed  from  the 
approved  list.  • 

Under  the  revised  regulations  set 
up  for  rooming  houses,  the  house¬ 
holder  will  pay  a  membership  fee 
cf  fifty  cents  a  year. 

Application  for  approval  for  a 
rooming  house  must  be  made  by  the 
householder  at  least  one  quarter  in 
advance  of  the  quarter  for  which 
approval  is  desired.  Houses  will  not 
be  added  to  the  approved  list  until 
there  is  evidence  of  additional  de¬ 
mand  for  rooms,  or  until  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  approval  list.  Houses 
considered  most  desirable  will  be 
given  preferential  rating.  This  list 
will  be  available  for  inspection  at 
any  time. 

Should  Attend  Meetings 
Householders  who  move  to  a  new 
address  must  apply  for  approval  of 
the  new  house. 

The  new  regulations  state  that  no 
householder  will  remain  on  the  ap¬ 
proved  list  who  fails  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  organization  with¬ 
out  adequate  reasons  for  such  ab¬ 
sences. 

The  householder  shall  make  sure 
that  students  have  read  the  regula¬ 
tions  to  be  observed. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  provide 
a  cheerful  room  atmosphere.  Wall 
paper  should  not  become  drab,  win¬ 
dow  shades  should  be  fairly  new, 
ar.d  woodwork  must  be  freshly 
varnished  or  painted,  according  to 
the  new  regulations. 

A  Two  Weeks  Deposit 
Another  new  feature  in  the  or¬ 
ganization  is  that  householders  may 
require  a  deposit  of  two  weeks’  rent 
when  men  students  engage  rooms. 
When  questioned  about  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  of  having  an  organization 
on  the  campus  similar  to  the  Varsity 
Villagers  for  women,  Mr.  Zwingle 
replied  that  men  may  not  be  ready 
yet  to  undertake  a  social  program  of 
this  nature,  but  added  that  it  would 
be  a  fine  thing  for  such  an  organ¬ 
ization  to  exist  to  bring  about  closer 
relationships  between  the  student, 
the  householder,  and  the  office  of 
personnel  for  men.

Robert  Turner  Wins  Presidency 
With  63  More  Votes  Than  Bird 

Marjory  Stone  Wins  Unopposed; 
Classes  Elect  Twelve  Senators 


Robert  Turner,  twenty  year  old 
fine  arts  major,  Tuesday  was  elect¬ 
ed  president  of  the  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment  Association  at  the  College 
for  next  year.  He  defeated  his  only 
opponent,  Edward  Bird  by  a  vote  of 
281  to  218. 

With  a  tHirty-two  vote  majority, 
Turner  was  carried  into  office  with 
only  about  one  half  the  student 
body  exercising  their  voting  privil¬ 
eges  at  the  polls.  The  total  vote  of 
499  was  one  vote  less  than  the  total 
cast  in  last,  year’s  general  election. 

When  '  interviewed  following  the 
election,  Turner  stated  his  policy 
would  be  to  serve  the  interests  of 
the  students  of  the  College.  When 
questioned  about  the  Student  Union 
plan,  he  replied:  “If  the  students 
want  a  Student  Union.  I  am  for  it 
too.” 

Marjory  Stone,  unopposed,  is  the 
new  vice-president  of  the  SGA. 
Miss  Stone  is  at  present  secretary 
of  the  Student  Senate. 

Voting  for  senatorial  positions 
was  not  close  in  most  instances, 
the  closest  being  between  Jack 
Garrett  and  Bill  Bennett,  which 
Garrett  won  by  five  votes. 

In  the  Junior  race,  Frank  Strong 
won  over  Marjory  Powell  66  to  26; 
Rex  Steffey  over  Robert  Taylor,  49 
to  43;  to  capture  the  two  three-term 
positions.  For  the  two-term  office, 
Vaughn  Means  defeated  Leason 
Wilson,  50  to  41.  Harry  Darr  de¬ 
feated  Frances  Pyle  50  to  39  for  the 
one-term  office. 

For  the  two  three-term  Senate 
places,  the  Sophomores  named 
Francis  McCaffery  over  Marvin 
Gench  by  a  vote  of  67  to  50,  and 
Ted  Young  over  Kenneth  Crawford 
by  a  vote  of  82  to  36.  Mary  Lou 
Melvin  lost  to  Bob  Clark  44  to  72  in 
the  two-term  race.  Wallace  Oursler 
was  victorious  over  Charlene  Barnes 
by  a  vote  of  70  to  48  in  the  one-term 
contest. 

The  Freshmen  named  Jack  Gar¬ 
rett  and  Priscilla  Ann  Feagans  to 
the  two  three-term  offices  over  Bill 
Bennett  and  Barbara  Leet  by  votes 
of  78  to  73  and  85  to  63  respectively. 
For  the  two-term  office,  Edward 
Phillips  lost  to  Jack  Hawkins  71  to 
77.  Alta  Jean  Jones  defeated  Kath¬ 
ryn  Jarrett  85  to  60  for  the  one- 
term  position.

Pittsburgh  Climate 
Favors  Marriages 

(The  Missourian  ACP  Service.) 

Pittsburg,  Pa. —  (Special)  — P  r  o- 
fessors  at  the  University  of  Pitts¬ 
burg  don't  need  marriage  relations 
courses! 

This  was  brought  out  in  a  survey 
of  marriage  figures  among  the  elite 
ol^tlie  faculty;  93.8  per  cent  of  the 
University’s  professors  are  married 
as  compared  to  the  national  mar¬ 
riage  rate  of  only  61,1  per  cent. 

To  put  this  into  a  njore  concrete 
exartiple,  nearly  nine  and  one-half 
profs  out  of  ten  are  married.  The 
national  figures,  taking  in  even  the 
Ozark  mountains,  average  only  six 
persons  out  of  ten.  The  marriage 
rate  among  profs  doesn’t  carry  over 
to  other  university  employees,  how¬ 
ever.  Only  67.4  per  cent  of  the  of¬ 
ficers,  faculty,  and  clerical  assist¬ 
ants  of  the  University  are  man-led. 
This  is  still  above  the  national 
figure. 

The  latter  marriage  rate  was  dis¬ 
covered  when  515  out  of  1,581  per¬ 
sons  were  found  unmarried.

Revisionsof 
Constitution, 
Are  Approved 

Student  Senate  Adds 
Findings  of  Revision 
Committee  to  Rules.. 


In  the  future  nominations  for 
freshmen  class  officers  and  senate 
members  will  be  made  after  the 
regular  assembly  during  the  second 
week  of  the  winter  quarter  as  an¬ 
nounced  this  week  by  the-  Students; 
Other  changes  which  were  announ-i 
ced  by  the  Senate  are  relating  to 
major  and  minor  offices,  credit  for 
extra-curricular  activities,  and  the 
sale  of  green  caps  for  freshman. 

The  new  rulings,  which  were  made 
by  a  Constitution  Revision  Com¬ 
mittee,  have  been  added  as  amend-i 
ments  to  the  by  laws.  The  amend-i 
ments  were  passed  by  the  Senate 
and  approved  by  the  College  Ad¬ 
ministration,  and  have  already  gone 
Into  effect. 

The  revisions  follow: 

A.  Article  I  (Article  5),  Section 
2  of  the  By-Laws  shall  read; 

Section  2;  The  Student  Senate 
shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  read 
at  the  first  Thursday  and  Tuesday 
meetings  of  Freshmen  Orientation 
of  the  Whiter  Quarter  ■  a  paper 
stating  that  on  the  day  of  the  first 
college  assembly  following,  the:  read- 
Ing,  a  nominating,  convention-  for 
the  purpose. -6f  nominating.  Fi-eshmen, 
Class  officers  and  senate  members 
shall  •  be  held  at.  such1  a-  plaoe>  as-  an? 
nounced  by  the  Student  Senate-.  The 
Student  -President  shall  be.  the- 
presiding  officer.  At  least  two  nom? 
inations  shall  be  made  for  each- 
office;  " 

The  election  of  the-  Freshmen 
Class  officers  and'  senate  members 
shall  be  within  five  calendar  days 
after  the  nominating  cenvention. 
Any  candidate,  having  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  declared 
elected.  If  no  candidate  for  office 
has  a  majority,  all  exeept.  the  two 
high  candidates  shall  be  eliminated 
and  another  election  held  the  next 
school  day  to  decide  the  candidate 
elected.

The  Student  Senate  shall:  provide 
polling  places  for  .the  election  and 
be  in  charge  there  of. 

B.  Article  IX,  Section  I  of  the 
By-Laws  shall  read ; 

Section  I:  No  student  shall  hold 
more  than  two  major  offices,  or  one 
major  office  and  two  minor  offices, 
or  three  minor  offices  at  any  one 
time  during  the  college  year.;  The 
name  major  and  minor  as-  applied 
to  offices  refers  to  the  work-  eon- 
.nected  to  such  offices  and  in  no  way 
is  intended  to  classify  such  Offices 
as  to  Importance  or  prestige.

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Survey  Reveals 
“Ghost  Writing 
Is  in  Disfavor 

Large  Percentage  of 
Collegians  Disapprove 
Student  Study  Method

Justin,  Texas,  April  18— “Ghost 
writing,"  the  practice  of  preparing 
themes  and  reports  for  some  one 
clse’s  class  work,  gets  a  thumbs- 
down  expression  of  opinion  from 
three-fourths  of  American  college 
students. 

What  may  be  more  surprising  to 
some,  however,  Is  that  the  other 
fourth  Is  either  Indifferent  or  open¬ 
ly  In  approval.  These  are  the  results 
of  a  poll  conducted  by  the  Student 
Opinion  Surveys  of  America,  col¬ 
legiate  sampling  organization  of  the 
undergraduate  press,  of  which  the 
Northwest  Missourian  Is  a  member. 

“What  is  your  opinion  of  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  students  paying  ghost  writers 
to  prepare  themes  and  term  papers 
for  them?”  was  the  question  pre¬ 
sented  to  a  scientific  cross  section 
from  coast  to  coast. 

Disapproving  were  seventy-five 
per  cent;  indifferent  were  ten  per 
cent;  approving  were  fifteen  per 
cent. 

Answers  to  the  query  were  tabu¬ 
lated  by  the  interviewers  in  five 
different  categories  to  indicate  the 
Intensity  of  feeling  on  this  issue. 
These  results  are  given  below: 

Strongly  opposed . 54  per  cent 

Mildly  opposed . 21  per  cent 

Indifferent  . 10  per  cent 

Mildly  in  favor . .  8  per  cent 

Strongly  in  favor......  7  per  cent 

Significantly,  it  may  be  noticed 
that  a  majority  of  students,  fifty- 
four  per  cent,  is  in  the  strongly- 
opposed  class.  Also,  the  trend  of  ap¬ 
proval,  looking  down  the  preceding 
row.  of  figures,  dwindles  down  to  a 
mere  seven  per  cent  at  a  rapid 
rate, 

■The  chief  argument  of  those  who 
favor  ghost  writing  is  that  In  effect 
it  often  helps  students  by  giving 
.them  more  time  to  study  for  more 
(Important  and  pressing  courses.  On 
■the  other  hand,  the  majority  of 
those  opposed  condemn  it  as  plain 
'scholastic  dishonesty.
